Legislature To 
Have Million To 
Use From Schools

AUSTIN, May 18.— The discov­ 
ery of $1,000,000 of revenue for 
the next year that was not known 
to the Aouse appropriations com­ 
mittee in preparing its budget bUls 
was announced Tuesday by Repre­ 
sentative Claude Teer of Granger, 
chairman of the committee. 
The 
$1,000,000 will greatly relieve the 
situation facing 
the 
committee, 
which is see king to trim more than 
$2,000,000 from the education bill 
in an effort to stay within the rev­ 
enues the next two years. 
Figures furnished by S. Ii. Ter- 
ivll, State Comptroller, to the com­ 
mittee and announced to the house 
Tuesday show that not more than 
$500,000 will be needed 
to raise 
the per capita school apportion­ 
ment to $15 for next. year. 
The 
House already has 
appropriated 
$1,500,000 for this purpose. 
Teer said 
the 
Appropriations 
Committee would recommend that 
the supplemental school aid be cut 
from $1,500,000 to $500,000, 
in 
line with the comptrollers figures. 
Teer did not say what use would 
be made of the $1,000,000 unex­ 
pected funds, 
but 
indicated 
it 
could be used on the budget for 
educational institutions. 
Terrell said in 
his letter 
that 
his figures had been checked by S. 
M. N. Marrs, Superintendent 
of 
Public Instruction, and that Marrs 
was convinced the information on 
which they are based is correct. 
The Comptroller’s figures 
do not 
conside r a possible increase in gas­ 
oline consumption.

Solon Kidded Out 
Of HJMO Slash

AUSTIN, May 18.—The House 
of Representatives “kidded” Rep­ 
resentative Bowd Farrar of Ellis 
county off the floor Tuesday and 
then defeated his attempt to strike 
out a $1,000 
appropriation 
to 
train girls at 
Gainesville 
State 
School to beauty parlor work. 
Representative E. R. Stout, also 
of Ellis, a few minutes later lost 
an effort to chop out the entire ap­ 
propriation for the school. 
Representative Farrar declared 
himself against “any use of State 
money to train delinquent girls in 
courses not provided for the good 
girls on the farms.” 
Hilarity reigned. 
Farrar 
was 
asked if he was opposed to bobbed 
hair and “marcels.” 
He replied that was “too touchy 
a subject” to commit himself on, 
but declaimed that “the way fash­ 
ions change, in three years we’d 
have to make 
appropriation 
to 
teach them how 
to 
grow 
long 
hair.” 
Representative Holland of Hous­ 
ton ashed if Farrar had not “been 
seen in a beauty parlor with two 
women working on one hand.” 
Representatives Kayton, Shirley 
and Poage demanded an explana' 
lion of the 
difference 
between 
teaching girls beauty parlor prac­ 
tice and boys barbering.” 
Farrar 
said 
delinquent 
girls 
should not be “allowed to go out 
as beauty parlor operators and mix 
with all classes of society.” 
Representative Stout, trying to 
cut out the entire appropriation, 
declared it would “give these city 
w elfare workers sormething to do.” 
“No use trying to reform the 
girls they have by keeping them 
cooped up at a school anyway,” he 
said. 
“Most of them ane beyond re­ 
demption. 
“ This school is just a concession 
to sob sisters who influence the 
politicians trying to 
get 
elected 
Governor or something. 
Here is a 
chance to save your State some 
money that you have been talking 
about.” 
Representative Purl, springing to 
defense of the school, charcateriz- 
ed Stout’s stand as “ridiculous” 
and declared that the- “good State 
of Texas will not see its only place 
to care for unfortunate girls elim­ 
inated this way.” 
Many of the girls, he said, are 
not delinquent but only victims of 
circumstances probably “because 
of criminal parents.”

Heavy Rains Make Need Of 
atching 
Terr aces, Says Bentley, Farm Engineer 


COLLEGE STATION, May IS. 
— “ On account 
of 
spring 
rains 
throwing an extra strain to ter- 
races, it is well for the farm ers to 
watch their terraced lands ca* ful­ 
ly at this tim e,” warned M. R. 
Bentley, farm 
engineer of 
the 
Extension Service A. and M. Col- 
1 ge of Texas, in a recent address 
over station WTAW, tho Colk go 
radio broadcasting 
sta'inn. 
Mr. 
Bentley stressed the .act that this 
is the season when farm ers should 
make every effort to hold what 
•they have terraced, as the terrac­ 
ing -cason is closed and construc­ 
tion work must wait until after 
the crops are harvested. 
•*T craves are roost 
likely 
to 
break where the old gullies have 
been dam m d . 
Some farm ers give 
real personal a tt ntion to their ter­ 
r a c e s by getting into the field with 
a shovel before the rain has stop­ 
ped and closing the little breaks 
h fore they grow larger. 
If the 
breaks arc too large to fill with a 
shovel a scraper should be used as 
>oon as p o ssib le. 
If long se stin a 
of the terrace ridges are found to 
h inadequate it is better to use a 
ditcher to e largo them, even if a 
little of Hie crops must be dcstroy- 


"T errsce outlets are particular­ 
ly liable to n -od attention at this 
time 
It th© terrace empties at a 
fence or a patch of b r u s h where 
the ditcher cannot be used for ex­ 
tension, a scraper or shovel should 
be used to upon the waterway in­ 
to the o u t l e t ditch. 
This open­ 
ing up process is frequently neg­ 
lected until the terrace ridges have 
be* n overflowed and gullied some 
30 to 200 foci from tho outlet. It 
is best to make the opening from 
the terrace waterway to the out­ 
let abundantly wide for two rea­ 
son*. 
It will perm it the water to 
got away instead of breaking over 
the terrace; and it will frequently 
prevent th * eating away of the 
terrace outlet 
from 
the 
outlet 


“ If the terrace* are turned down 


hill too much, washing will result. 
Often this trouble can be remedied 
by putting a few scrapers of dirt 
iii tho mouth of the terrace. This 
will make the water flow out more 
slowly a trif e higher up the slop* . 
lf the water can be turned over 
grass or sod at the outlet erosion 
may b prevent d at this trouble­ 
some point. 
• Bermuda is a suitable grass to 
pla t at terrace outlets and in out­ 
let ditches. 
However, some farm- 
is object to it on account of its 
spreading into ti Ids. 
Any grass 
hardy enough to be suitable for 
holding the soil is liable to be­ 
come a pest. 
Any of the clovers 
that will grow are worth using. 
Sorghum and Sudan grass are fair­ 
ly good, and ar. iu*d extensively 
for checking erosion. 
"As a general rule, it is beet to 
run the crop rows parallel with 
each terrace, aa nearly as possi­ 
ble. 
This will rn ak. th* point rows 
come halt' way between the ter­ 
mers. 
When 
farmers 
on

plains of West Texas are willing 
to lay off rows In this m anner to 
conserve rainfall to the fullest ex- 
.tn t, it seems that farm ers on rill­ 
ing lands would be willing to go 
as far, when tiny

by this

as well as the rainfall.”

ggs produced in hot 
weath r, due to the fact that eggs 
produced in hot 
weather 
contain 
more water and 
hence 
require 
higher 
tem perature 
in 
storage, 
thus facilitating the work of the 
bacteria which’sooner or later ren 
der* the egg unfit for human con­ 
sumption. “Twenty-t ight to 80 de­ 
grees,” he stated, “ is the best tem­ 
perature for eggs in storage, but 
only egg* produced in cold weath­ 
er can be carried in tem perature# 
this low.”

give of our means, our time, our 
all, to aid In rehabilitating the un­ 
fortunate 
sufferers. 
How 
the 
great United States government 
and the Red Cross had come im­ 
mediately with their 
arms and 
hearts full of the things that are 
needed, and helping all in distress. 
A bout M urder* 
Prmoinent murder 
trials that 
have been played up on tho front 
pages of the 
newspapers of the 
world for the past several weeks, 
were pointed out, as evidence of 
some of the things that are in the 
hearts of the wicked and sinful of 
the earth, things that the electric 
chair has been designated as the 
place where the price for murder 
shall be paid.

More things brought to bear to 
influence the young people against 
religion rather than for religion, 
and declared it to be the fulfill­ 
m ent of prophecy. 
Why this lack of interest, this 
falling away from the principles, 
this lawlessness, this lukewarmness 
among church members and others 
as well. 
“ You say the youth of 
today is lawless and going to the 
Devil,” said the preacher.
